District  No.  1. 

This  district  has  had  two  terms  of  school,  the  first  taught  by 
Mi.ss  Inzie  Straw,  of  Hill.  As  the  Register  for  the  first  term 
has  not  been  returned  to  the  Committee,  we  are  unable  to  make 
a  full  report. 

The  second  term  of  nine  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Jennie  S. 
Emmons,  who  sustained  her  former  excellent  reputation  as  a 
teacher.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  five.  Notwithstanding 
the  small  number,  a  good  degree  of  interest  was  kept  up  in  the 
school,  and  the  progress  made  satisfactory.  Edwin  Marden, 
Prudential  Committee. 

District  No.  2. — See  Graded  School. 
District  No.  3. 

During  the  past  year  this  school  has  enjoyed  two  profitable 
terms  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Ida  M.  Dolloff.  The 
impi'oveinent  of  the  scholars  was  more  than  satisfactory.  A 
3'ear  ago  we  had  occasion  to  mention  numerous  defects,  which 
we  are  glad  to  report,  in  a  great  measure,  if  not  entirely,  re- 
moved. The  classes  all  made  an  excellent  appearance  on  exam- 
ination, and  were  found  to  be  perfectly  familiar  with  all  they 
had  been  over.  Whole  number,  first  term,  8  ;  second,  9.  Reg- 
ister kept  very  well.     Oren  Nelson,  Prudential  Committee. 
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DisTuiCT  No.  4. 

This  district  has  had  two  terms  of  school  of  seven  and  a  half 
and  nine  weeks,  respectively  ;  both  taugbtby  Cinda  AY.  Heath, 
who  has  taught  before  in  this  district.  The  small  number  of  schol- 
ars— four  the  first,  and  three  the  second  term — enabled  the  teach- 
er to  devote  all  the  necessary  time  to  each  scholar.  It  must  re- 
quire some  skill  and  a  great  deal  of  patience,  to  keep  up  an 
interest  in  so  small  a  school.  In  doing  this  she  succeeded  well.

DiSTKICT   No.    5. 

Kate  L.  Robie,  teacher,  both  first  and  second  terms.  Length 
of  terms,  eight  and  fifteen  weeks.  The  teacher  sustained  her 
former  rejjutation,  and.  though  her  school  was  small,  succeeded 
in  maintaining  a  good  degree  of  interest  to  the  close  of  the 
last  term.  Whole  number,  first  tA-m,  5  ;  second,  6.  Augustus 
Ferrin,  Prudential  Committee. 

District  No.  6. 

This  district  has  had  two  terms  of  seven  and  fifteen  weeks, 
both  taught  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Tilton.  When  visited  by  the 
Committee,  the  order  of  the  school  was  excellent.  The  scholars 
appeared  industrious,  and  interested  in  their  studies.  During 
the  second  term,  Book-keeping  was  taught,  two  of  the  scholars 
completing  the  book.  A  class  in  the  Higher  Arithmetic  also 
went  through  the  book.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  first  term, 
17;  second,  18.  Levi  N.  Heath,  Prudential  Committee. 
District  No.  7. 

This  district  has  had  but  one  term  this  year,  twelve  weeks  in 
length,  taught  by  Miss  Mart  H.  Clay.  As  in  districts  4  and 
5,  the  number  of  scholars,  three,  is  small.  This  was  Miss  Claj^'s 
fiist  school, yet  from  our  visit,  just  before  its  close,  we  are  con- 
fident her  time  was  well  spent,  and  that  the  school  money, 
though  of  necessity  laid  out  in  an  expensive  way,  if  we  reckon 
the  rate  per  scholar,  was  profitably  invested.  We  cannot  afford 
to  allow  those  in  the  back  districts  to  go  without  schools,  sim- 
pl}'  because  the  numbers  are  small.

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District  No.  8. 
Two  terms  in  this  distrist  have  been  taught  by  Mahala 
Batcheli'ER  ;  the  first  of  seven,  and  the  second  of  thirteen, 
weeks.

We  think  it  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the 
school  if  her  services  can  be  secured  for  the  coming  year. 

The  great  fault  of  this  department  is  tardiness  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils — thirty-two  instances  during  the  first  term,  fifty  the 
second,  and  one  hundred  and  fifteen  the  third,  are  reported- 
Parents  should  see  that  this  evil  is  avoided  in  the  future.

In  submitting  this  annual  report,  we  take  pleasure  in  con- 
gratulating the  citizens  upon  the  general  prosperity  of  all  the 
schools  in  the  town,  and  manifested  in  the  growing  interest  in 
their  behalf  by  both  parents  and  pupils.  We  think  the  large 
sum  appropriated  by  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  has 
been    judiciously  expended. 

At  the  same  time,  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  town 
to  some  of  the  evils  yet  to  be  corrected,  and  ask  a  serious  con- 
sideration of  the  same. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  careful  re-districting  of  the 
town  would  be  of  gi-eat  benefit ;  since  the  present  district  were 
formed  the  population  has  change  very  much,  and,  in  some  dis- 
tricts, where  there  was  formerly  a  large  number  of  scholars,  now 
there  is  but  one  or  two  ;  and  in  several,  not  more  than  six,  each.  If 
the  district  lines  could  be  change,  or  perhaps  in  some  instances 
two  or  more  districts  united,  without  material  injury  to  the  par- 
ties interested,  the  result  would  be  longer  schools  and  a  better 
interest  manifested. 

Another  great  evil,  in  nearly  all  our  schools,  is  tardiness  or 
absence  on  the  part  of  the  scholars.  Very  often  this  is  the 
fault  of  the  parents,  and  when  it  is  their  fault,  it  is  very  hard 
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to  be  corrected  by  tlie  teacher.  Parents  are  not  apt  to  think 
what  an  anno_yance  it  is  to  teachers  and  the  whole  school  to  have 
a  part  of  the  scholars  tardy  for  an  hour,  or  even  five  minntes, 
each  day,  and  consequently  deficient  in  recitations,  deportment, 
and  every  thing  that  goes  to  make  an  orderh'  and  sj'stematic 
school.  This  evil  is  more  noticeable  in  the  village  schools  than 
in  the  outside  districts.  We  hope  parents  and  pupils  will  en- 
deavor to  correct  this  evil. 

The  town  has  done  nobly  in  raising  generous  sums  of  money 
for  school  purposes  in  j^ears  past,  and  we  hope  it  will  do  so  for 
years  to  come.  Other  thriving  towns  in  our  county  and  vicinit}', 
like  Lebanon,  Littleton,  Plymouth,  Meredith,  Franklin,  &c.,  are 
making  great  exertions  in  the  interests  of  common  schools — 
have  built  and  are  building  expensive  buildings,  and  are  mani- 
festing an  increasing  interest  in  the  matter.  The  graduates  from 
our  schools  are  suon  to  meet  graduates  from  theirs  in  life's  con- 
flicts, and  it  is  for  the  interests  of  mis  all,  whether  parents  or 
not,  that  our  boys  and  girls  be  well  prepered  for  the  competi- 
tion ;  and  there  is  no  better  place  for  this  preparation  than  in 
the  common  schools,  fostered  by  a  generous  and  high-minded 
people.
